No. The main pur- 
pose of the formation of such organization is the 
study and discussion of that particular faith. 
Even if programmes arc ot a purely social nature, 
they are justified because they provide the means 
for members ot a common faith to meet, asso- 
ciate with each other, and share a common back- 
ground and. common belief. 

The formation ot the little "Ingroup" rela- 
tionships Is not 1 only inevitable, it is even de- 
sirable. There Is a certain self- identity, pride, 
individuality which associates itself with any 
successful religious group which is indlspensible, 
whether it is In a purely campus activity, or 
whether in a larger framework. This must be 
presupposed before any successful interfaith pro- 
gramme can be undertaken.

Tli e Inter Varsity Drama Festival, 
which was held at Loyola College 
Auditorium . last Friday ana Satur- 
day evenings, presented seven playi 
of which four were Canadian and 
the other three by Synge, Chekov, 
and Edna St Vincent Mltlay. There 
were four prizes at stake: The Lon- 
don Free' Press Trophy for the best 
all-round production of a play at 
the Festival, The Jackson Trophy 
for the beat- . Canadian play pro- 
duced at the Festival, an award 
for the best actor, and another for 
the beat actress. As Mr. Guy 
Beaulne, the adjudicator, said in 
hta preliminary remarks Inter-col 
légiste competition and an exchange 
of abilities Is perhaps even more 
valuable In the theatre than in the 
field of athletics. This critic would 
certainly maintain that the Festival 
should continue to wield its 
ulatlnr and unifying influence 
Canadian theatre at the Unlvi 
level. At present this unity ii con 
fined to a few universities and col- 
legea In the eastern provinces. We 
would certainly welcome an exten- 
sion of Its sphere ot influence to 
the whole of Canada. The Import- 
ance of such .a nation-wide. festival 
would be enormous and It. would 
provide a fine point of departure 
for a progressive, cohesive and 
flexible.

On this basis, 
he claimed, the pace was too fast, 
the audience did not have time to 
sit back and laugh. We, however, 
maintain that such comedy depends 
on pace, on quick delivery, on good 
blocking, gesture, and on broad 
characterisation which borders on 
caricature. By the above criteria 
the Players Club, we feel, dld«not 
receive its just desserts.
